If heart is what that '^imes clipping represents, then the *1 bbs has heart. I'm sening it 
to a sociologist professor friend. 

Great as it is the Times falls far short of what it could and should be with its wealth 
and the staff it can attract and always has attracted. 

Because of its failings I think it bears a large share of the responsibility for much of 
what is and has been so wrong. 

I've had many personal experiences with the 'J-'imes and some of its best people and some of 
my worst journalism-failings Experiences. 

Aa a humorous example, I made them pay for my first book^ after they got a dozen free 
copies. And they did pay. But in those days when they had a daily listing of "Books 
deceived" it did not acknowledge the existence of mine. And this after it ran 
news stories on the Iasi three of the Whitewash series !^ut the first one was given to 
Fred Graham to review. He told me that I had come between him and his wife because the only 
time they had to read was in bed and she usually grabbed it away from him, they both 
found it so interesting. So, the review was delayed and it appeared along with one on a bad 
book by Edward J. Epstein, published by Viking (which had rejected m jng more than a year 
earlier;. "Appeared" is literally trues in one sentence in which Graham faulted me for 
being "painstaking and overwhelming" ! ! ! ’ 

I think you and JXL will enjoy reading "On Bended Kne%^" ihe story of the keagan admini- 
stration and the media, by Mark Hertsgaard. J t will tell you something about the Times 
and people like Abe Hosenthal.
